a.  m.  in  the  following  order:  The  Alumni  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Univer- 
sity; — The  Candidates  for  Degrees; — The  (iraduate  Students  in  Philoso- 
phy;— The  Students  of  Medicine; — The  Undergraduate  and  Special  Stu- 
dents;— The  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University  and 
the  Faculties  of  F'hilosophy  and  Medicine,  with  the  Governor  of  Marylanil, 
the  Mayor  of  Baltimore,  the  Orator,  the  Chaplain,  the  Trustees  and  Start 
of  the  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital,  the  Trustees  of  the  Pcaliody  Institute,  the 
Presidents  of  the  Woman's  College,  of  the  Baltimore  City  College,  and  of 
St.  John's  College,  and  other  guests  personally  invited. 

The  exercises  were  opened  by  prayer  by  the  Kt.  Rev.  William  Paret, 
D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Maryland. 

President  Oilman,  after  a  brief  anniversary  address,  introduced  Hon.

MEETINGS   OF  THE   ALUMNI  ASSOCIATIONS. 
General  Alu5d<i  Association.

The  following  clause  was  added  to  the  Constitution,  Article  V,  Sec.  5: 

— "Any  member  entitled  to  vote  shall,  if  absent,  have  the  priv- 
ilege of  voting  by  proxy  for  officers  and  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, in  the  following  manner :  His  ballot  shall  be  sealed  and  sent  to  the 
Secretary  so  as  to  reach  his  address  at  least  twenty-four  hours  before  the 
time  appointed  for  the  meeting.  The  envelope  shall  be  marked  on  the 
outside  as  containing  a  ballot,  and  with  the  name  of  the  member  so  voting. 
This  shall  be  preserved  unopened  until  the  time  for  balloting,  when  it  shall 
be  opened  by  the  Secretary  and  the  ballot  deposited  with  those  cast  at  the 
meeting.  Should  a  member,  after  sending  his  ballot  as  above,  be  present 
at  the  meeting,  it  shall  be  returned  to  him  or  destroyed." 

The  following  clause  was  added  to  Article  III,  Section  4 : 
"  Clause  2. — No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Association  unless  his  dues  have  been  paid." 


Article  V,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitution,  was  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Section  3. — "The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman,  who 
shall  also  be  Vice-President  of  the  Association  ;  five  members  of  said  Com- 
mittee shall  constitute  a  quorum."
